The nomin-
ation of Mr. Davia for governor and
Mr. Hyer for auditor, known the night
velore, were heartily approved by Re-
publicans, even by those who wanted
gomebody else to fill those positions on
tho ticket, and every new nomination
pnnounced on  the INTELLIGENCER'S
pullating reemed to cause grealer and
groater gatisfnction,

The only domur hesrd from a Repub-
lican was & complaint or two that hio
county and the Pan Handle had not re-
ceived any of the big pluma. Saveral
yesponses were heard to this. One
prominent Republican  remarked:
“(Ohin county has the Congressional
nomination, snd it was only fair that
any other good tbinﬁ for the First dis-
trict should go to the southend, Be-
gides, Mr. Campbell’s nomination for
eleclurlwm wonderfully strengthen the
ticket.!

Another Bepoblican said: “I would
have been surpriged if Oliio county or
any of her neighbors had got anything
that any other section wanted.

Mr. T. B. Riley, Democratic candidate
for attorney general, on whose nomina-
tion there was such kicking among
Ohio county Democrats, was gquoted
yestorday a8 saying the Republican
ticket was the weakest that could have
bean chosen. An equally prominent
Domocrat atopped a young lady on the
ptreet, showed her alist of namen of the
candidates and procesded to descant on
the weakness of each to an suditer who

A COLD STORAGE HOUSE

To Ba Built in Wheeling Bafors the
Winter is Over.

HANDY FOR THE COMMISSION MEN,

"Who By Its Means Can Make the
Frult Senson Extend Overthe Whole
Winter--Lake Ice a Drug in the Mar-
ket, and Not In it With the Artifi-
cial Ico.

It is wonderfal what a change in the
ice businpss a reduction of a fow degrees
in the temperature makes. Duriug the
phonomenally hot weather of last week
the InTeLuiaENces contained an article
describing tho scenes sround the
Wheeling Ice snd Btorage Company's
plant. Ice wagons were described as
waiting for peven, eight and nine hours
for a chance to load up. Yesterday the
reporter visited the plant again. The
wagons still’ have to wait & little, ns
they all get there nearly at the same
time, but ns thers are comparatively
few of them, they nll get their loadson
in two or three hours

* None of the ice dealers in Wheeling
handle lake ice any more. Tocke out
the supply from its ice tanks, the
Wheeling Ice and Stomia Company
during the past two weeks hus vpun-
chased forty carloads of lnkeice. While
the company was unable to fully sup-
rly ity customers with artificial ice, the

ako oc was giadly taken by them. Now
that wie famine 18 over, however, sand
evershody can get the artifielal prod-
uct, nobody waonts the lake ice. The
company etill has two car loads, and
veiterday a dealer, who formerly
handled Inke ice, waited three hours
until he could gui the artificial manu-
facture.

During the Lot spell the want of a
storage house for ico was brought homeo
to the compuny. Had there been soma
way by which ice could have been stored
away,to be utilized during hot wedther,
the company would not have been
compelled to sond off for lake ice. The
capacity of the plant is sixty tons every
twenty-four hours. If the plaot were
worked to ita full capacity for [onr
mouths, it conld produce all the ice the
city consumes during the entire year.
Having no storage capneity Lo amount
to much, the machinery can only be
run to produce ice according to the de-
mand, and when the demand becomes
excessive the supply fallashort.

To obviate this inconvenionce, to
save the money paid in freights {or lakt
ico, and believing that it will be a good
business venture, the company intends
to build an ice honse and cold storage
warehouge. The ice house will huve a
capacity of eight hundred or a thous-
and tons, thus enabling the company
to stock up, without any trouble, as the
warm weather approaches. The need
of n cold storage warehouse for fruits
and meats has long been felt. Last
January the stockholders voted to in-
cronse the present capital stock of
$100,000 to $125,000. The additional
stock has not, rat beon put upon the
market, but will be soon. The ice ware-
honsa and cold storage building will be
erected by the first of December. The
compnny would like to build it sooner,
but s during hot weather all its ener-
gleamust be devoted to the manufact-
ure of ice, it will not start on the new
buildings until fall.

The cold stornge building will be di-
vided up into rooms of different tem-
perature. It will be used for preserv-
ing butter, eges, cheese, fresh and dried
froits and meats, and for freezing
poultry and game or anything else
which will not suffer from being frozen
stiff. It will be possible for commis-
gion merchants to put berries, grapes,
oranges, lemone-and other fruits in cold
storage, and extend the fresh truit sea-
gon over the entire winter. When
lemons took & jump of $1 50 o box a few
weeks ago, it was the commission mer-
chanta in New York and other places,
where cold storage warehouses aro a
common thing, who made tho money.
Some was made here in Wheeling, but
had there been some way of preserving
the fruit, a good deal more would have
been made. As it was, & good many
boxes of lemons were lost, owing to
their parishable nature,

Col stou]ie will ba a good thiug for
the fruit packers. At present thoy have
to work up their fruit, berries especial-
li' in ashort time, With cold storage
they ¢an pack them away in the cold
house and do the work more lefsurel
and proserve double the amount mﬁ
their prosent manufacturing capacity.

The Wage IMspute not yet Seciled at the
Zinnville Works,

The wage question at the Atna and
standard mills, which has been sup-
posed to have been satisfactorily ad-
justed at Pittsburgh in June, is ahown
to bo in an unsettled condition by the
refusal of the workmen to return to
work under thie proposed plan of Pny.

The mills have been idlo since July 2,
undergoing the usual summer repairs,
and intended to resume work thia
week, When the workmen were called
to work, however, they refused to
come. Since that several conferences
of workmen and manufacturers have
oceurred, but it seems that nothing has
a8 yeb been accomplished. ;

The source of trouble seems to be &
demand on the part of one clasa of
workmen for two dollars per ton ad-
ditional pay for working double steel,
and in this demand they are, of course,
sustained by all the workmen. In ad-
dition to this thero are other demands
made by Ltna employes, which tend to
emburrass the situation, Those inter-
ested expect n satisfactory settlement
within a few daye, and it is hoped that
both mills will ‘be running next week.
